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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1,3-11, 13-17, 19-23 and 25-41 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record neither teach nor render obvious the instant application 
claimed invention as a whole, in particular, the prior art fails to teach "wherein the 
metallized polymer shield comprises a shaped polymer substrate that provides a 
cavity that is sized and shaped to receive the electronic component, wherein the 
shaped polymer substrate comprises a flange that extends around at least a portion 
of a perimeter of the cavity in a direction that is substantially parallel to the first 
surface of the PCB; and a metal layer disposed over at least one surface of the 
shaped polymer substrate" as recited in claim 1, "wherein the shield comprises a 
shaped polymer substrate that provides a cavity that is sized and shaped to receive 
an electronic component, wherein the shaped polymer substrate comprises a flange 
that extends around at least a portion of a perimeter of the cavity in a direction that is 
substantially parallel to the first external surface of the PCB; and a metal layer 
disposed over at least one surface of the shaped polymer substrate" as recited claim 
15, "whereto the metallized polymer shield comprises a shaped polymer substrate 
that provides a cavity that is sized and shaped to receive the electronic component, 
wherein the shaped polymer substrate comprises a flange that extends around at 
least a portion of a perimeter of the cavity in a direction that is substantially parallel

to the first surface of tlie PCB; and a metal layer disposed over at least one surface 
of tlie sliaped polymer substrate" recited in claim 30. 

Claims 3-11, 13-14, 16-17, 19-23 and 25-29, and 31-41 are also allowed as 
being directly or indirectly dependent of the allowed base claim 1,15 and 30.
